We have examples of this in history. 

Although the Catholic <*urch in the Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
eentnries was in-pressing need of “reform of head and members,” as the 
councils of the holv church so often complained, yet the talented Cola 
TB;«nri, a^er brief season of triumph, was burned at the stake ih Rome 
in the public "market place., amid the rejoicings of the people. 

Although the Frrach especially were quite convinceil of the necessity 
of a reformation,, it was in France’itself, that the Albigenses were f)crse- 
euted and rooted out with bloody severity. 

So it was in other countries. 

But when the time was ripe, there arose a rough monk, a man who 
was neither a genius nor a scholar. And this vulgar blusterer, hlartin 
Luther, carried through successfully what many other and greater men 
before him had attempted in vain. 

The minds of men had been prepared for the rcvolution-»-thc refor¬ 
mation must be considered as such—^just by the dcrelopment of events. 

So it is with every revolution. It is always dependent upon the 
development of conditions. The revolnti'n is only the seal of a preceding 
•volution in men’s mindc. And it will .'equire many so-called “rcvo}u- 
tions" to carry out one thorough refer succCMfully.

The Wisconsin movement is jier- 
feetly espahle of taking care of it¬ 
self. and to punish the innocent 
with tlie pilty by shutting all off 
from participation in tlie Kational 
f.irganization until' wluit is now a 
niinor^y .shall have gained the up- 
p<‘r liand in n mistake. It can not 
but tend to arouse faction and biitcr- 
ness within the state and to disrupt 
the movement no»' existing. Such 
a tiling as tills would be a calamity. 
Tliere is no state in tlie Union that 
is distributing more sound Socialist 
literature Uian Wisconsin. In the 
city of .Milwaukee this work has 
he<-n organized to an extent un¬ 
known in any other city. In many 
wards every bouse has been reachetl 
st paralely during each campaign. 
This means that a large body of 
workers have been drilled and or¬ 
ganized. These men are earnest in- 
dejicndent workers for Socialism 
and are not resjionsible for any mis¬ 
take. that a few leaders may have 
made. To punish tbom. to undo the 
work that they have done, to give 
•'mounigemcnt to the strong capi¬ 
talist forces that arc allied in tluit 
city for the crushing of Socialism 
would lie more than a mistake; i( 
icould he criminal. 

It will show that the Socialist 
party is not yet out of the childith 
ftuge during which it is unable to 
distinguish between dienwdnn and 
discipline. We should In* capable of 
si'ttling our differences by criticism 
and diseussinn rather than by petty 
prraeciiiinns under the name of di.s- 
ciplinc. It will show that wo are

EDITORIAL ETCHINGS. 

Tactics prove their wisdom by results. If they do not produce 
renulu they are not considered good tactics. This is so in the Six-ialist 
movement the same as anywhere else, and ihc tactics useil arc force<l 
upon us by the existing conditions, which may be different acconling 
to time and place. Aa rnyph as the .Socialist instinctively shrink* 
from all oOlinn having even the look of eompromisi! with the enemy he 
has to admit that extreme cases mav foree upon us unpleasant things 
of this sort—for instance we might lie foreisl in ease the big capitalist* 
in this country sought to take the ballot away from tlie working clas.*, 
to throw our vote with a middle class party’ which opposesl the action 
of the big master class, in order to ssve the working class from dLv 
franchiseinent. 

To show to what extremities lh» international movement is some¬ 
times forced, word now comes that Ihc .Socialists of Bavaria have re¬ 
cently made a tomporarv alliance with tlie Clerical party and thereby 
gaini^ a point by whir^i they ciiwct to get a big advantage for the 
working eluss. In Bavaria there is a wretchedly unjust and artificial 
system of indirect suffrage which the .-Socialists’felt had to ho altered 
as aoon as possible in order that the proletarian advance upon the ene¬ 
my could be maintained. A two-thirds majority in the Diet was ne¬ 
cessary to effect this, and after having been tricked by the Liberals, 
who had promised to help them, the alliance with the’ clerical parly 
waa effected, and these unpalatable tactics won out The change in 
the voting svstem will at a consequenci- follow. 

In this country, where there is thus far no excuse for such tactics, 
it ia hard to regard such allianeet as anything but blurrings (to use a 
phraae ot Liebknecht’s) ot the battle edge of the class struggb-, and 
yet, for tfi we can say, we miv be up against quite as distasteful pro¬ 
positions in this country some of these fine days, when the eapitalist 
tactics of Otlortdo shall have crept well across the country. liCt us 
hope we may escape it, however!
